Picquart Describes the Assassin. 
Colonel Picquart describes the would-be 
murderer as swarthy and thick-set, reso- 
lute, and intelligent-looking.

HOMAS PINKERTON'’S rather clever 
novel called sun Beetles” (John 

: Lane) is not about real beetles, but

‘WIFE KILLS M. J..WIELEY. 


BEATEN BY HIM, IT 18 SAID. 


ne Falls at First Shot, but All the Lead 
in Her Revolver Follows—The Wen- 
an Tells Police She Hopes He Will 
‘Die—Pawns a Skirt to Buy the Pistol 
_ —Netghbors Give a Sorry Account of 
the Couple’s Domestic Life, Quar- 


rels Being Frequent. = 


Martin J. Wiley, an engineer employed 


at the Twenty-second street pumping sta- 


tion, was shot by his wife last evening in 


front of their residence, 179 South Green 


street, and died shortly afterward’ at the 


County Hospital, The woman fired four bul- 
lets 


dying on the sidewalk expressed the wish 
that she had another shot to use on him. 


“I hope he will die,” said Mrs. Wiley, as 


she was placed under arrest. | 
Wiley was 26 years old and had been mar- 
ried four years. Of late, it is said, there had 


been quarrels in the Wiley househoid: The 
woman told the police she had pawned a 


skirt during the day to secure money for 


the revolver used in ending her husband's 


life. 

The shooting occurred shortly before 8 
o’clock. Wiley and his wife were engaged 
in conversation when suddenly the woman 
drew a revolver from her skirt and, leveling 


it at her husband's head, fired. Wiley stag- 


gered toward her and fell to the sidewalk 
before he had advanced half a dosen steps. 
Mr. Wiley backed away, and, as her hus- 
band sank down, she again opened fire. One 
bullet tore away a portion of the man’s chin 
and two more were sent into his jaw. 
Policemen Gardner and Hill of the Des- 
plaines Street Station were standing less 
than 200 feet away. Before they could 
reach the woman she had finished her work 
and stood awaiting to be taken into custody. 
Wiley died As he was being placed on the 
operating table at the hospital. re 


Is Alleged. 

Mrs. Wiley is 23 years old, and her present 
condition is bordering on insanity, due, it 
is said by friends and neighbors, to the treat- 
ment her husband accorded her. It. is said 
that Wiley did not contribute to his wife's 
support. The Interior of the residence shows 
evide of painstaking but stinted house- 
keeping. The woman's wardrobe is scanty, 
although her husband received good wages. 
The one pair of shoes she owns are worn 
and ragged. She is said to support herself 
by taking boarders. . 
Neighbors told the police Wiley. had been 
intoxicated during the entire day, and that 
‘at 3 o’clock in the. afternoon he struck his 
wife several times with such force as to 
cause her to fall over a latticed fence in the 
yard, which ¢@ollapsed as she fell on it. 
Later, the police were informed, Wiley 
again beat his wife: Mary Jones, a girl 
living at 181 Green street, said that 
in the evening she heard Mr# Wiley scream. 
A moment afterwards, pursued by her hus- 
band, she ran from the house by the front 
door and exclaimed that her husband had 
struck her in the face. Then followed the 
quarrel which ended in the shooting. 


Kills Wife and Self.
